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INTRODUCTION. 

The following instructioiis have been prepared in accordance witl 
international law, treaties, and conventions to which the United Statoi 
is a party, the Statutesof the United States, and, where no international 
agreement or treaty provision exists covering any special point, in ac- 
cordance with the practice and attitade of tiie United States ashitiiertc 
determined by court decisions and executive pronouncements. 

The treaties to which marginal references are made may be found 
in Treaties and Conventions between the United States and other 
Powers, 1776-1909, 1910-19^, three volumes. Treaties in force 
prior to 1904 are printed in Compilatipn of Treaties in Force, 1904^ 
The Hague and Geneva conventions, which Txave been ratified brfore 
April 12, 1911, may also be found in Navy Department puhlicatian 
entitled ''Hague and Geneva Conventions/' The Geneva convention 
of 1906 is also printed with International Law Topics and Discus- 
sions, Naval War CoUege, 1906. All The Hague conventions of 1907, 
whether or not ratified, were printed for convenience of reference 
with International Law Situations, Naval War College, 1908. i^ 

Treaties between the United States and other powers are cit^ 
in the marginal references under the name of the foreign State, and 
the year of the treaty, as ''Brazil, 1828,'^ refers to the treaty between 
the United States and Brazil of 1828. 

Marginal references to treaties, etc., should be consulted before 
decisions are made. 

The Declaration of Paris of 1856 is cited as "Dec. of Paris, 1856." 
The United States did not formally adhere to this declarationji;^ btrtr— 
haj in piaistiiv e fiiikywcJ iba p T u^iBiwiiy. 

The Hague conventions are cited by the numbers assigned at Hie 
Hague conference, as: 

"IV, Hague, 1907," refers to the convention respecting the laws 
and customs of war on land. 

"VIII, Hague, 1907," refers to the convention relative to the laying 
of automatic-contact submarine mines. 

"IX, Hague, 1907," refers to the convention concerning bom- 
bardment by naval forces in time of war. 

"X, Hague, 1907," refers to the convention for the adaptation to 
maritime war of the principles of the Geneva convention. 

"XI, Hague, 1907," refers to the convention relative to certain 
restrictions with regard to the exercise of the right of capture in 
maritime war. 

"XIII, Hague, 1907," refers to the convention concerning the 
rights and duties of neutral powers in maritime war. 

"XTV, Hague, 1907," refers to the declaration prohibiting the dis- 
charge of projectiles and explosives from balloons. 

The action taken upon the above Hague convention^and declara- ^/ 
tions prior. to vOctober 7, 1915, by the powers represented at The 
Hague conferef^ce of 1907 is indicated in the following table: "R"

1. '^BelligereiAts are bound to respect the sovereign 
rights of neutral powers and to abstain, in neutral terri- 
tory or neutra^ waters, from all acts which would con- 
stitute, on the^part of the powers which knowingly per-. 
mitted them, a nonfulfillment of their neutraUty. -^-(XlII

1 The rule admitted by the xm^oiity is, then, that ta default of special provisions in the legislation of the 
neutral State belligerent vessels are forbidden to remam in the harbors and roadsteads or in the terrltorla 
waters of this State longer than 24 hours. The idea is that a precise rule is indispensable. Each State is 
left free to establish it. In default of its establishment the convention fixed the period of 24 hours. (Dmx. 
Con/. Int. de la Palx, vol. i, p. 308; see also arts. 6, 9, 10, 13, 14, 16, 17, 19, 20, 26, XIII Hague, 1907.)

EFFECTIVENESS. 

28. The blockade, to be effective and binding, must be 
maintained by a force sufficient to render ingress to or 
egress from the port dangerous. If the blockading ves- 
sels be driven away by stress of weather and return there- 
after without delay to their station, the continuity of the 
blockade is not thereby broken. The blockade ceases to 
be effective if the blockading vessels are driven away by 
the enemy or if they voluntarily leave their stations 
except for a reason connected with the blockade, as, for 
instance, the chase of a blockade runner. 

As the suspension of a blockade is a serious matter, in- 
volving a new notification, commanding officers will 
exercise especial care to preserve the continuity and 
effectiveness of the blockade.

INDIRECT UNNEUTRAL SERVICE. 

^^Chini, 1866, art. 37, A ucutral vessel is guilty of indirect unneutral 
service — 

(a) If she is on a voyage specially undertaken with a 
view to the transport of individual passengers who are 
embodied in the armed forces of the enemy, or with a 
view to the transmission of intelligence in the interest of 
the enemy. • 

(6) If, to the knowledge of the owner, or the char- 
terer, or of the agents thereof, or of the master, she is 
^ transporting a military detachment of the enemy, or 

\.\ one or more persons embodied in the military or naval 

service of the enemy, or one or more persons who, 
during the voyage, lend direct assistance to the enemy. 

38. The above provisions do not apply if, when the 
vessel is met at sea, she is unaware of the existence of a 
state of war, or if the master, after becoming aware of 
the opening of hostilities, has not yet been able to dis- 
embark the passengers. 

39. The vessel is deemed to be aware of the existence 
of a state of war if she left an enemy port after the open- 
ing of hostilities, or left a neutral port after the publica- 
tion there of the notification of the opening of hostilities 
to the neutral power to which the port belongs.

By the fact of capture the title p a neutral vessel is held in trust by the Government of the captor 
pending adjudication by a prize < tmrt. Innocent cargo, enemy or neutral, on board a captured neutral 
vessel does not change title by re^ on of the capture. There is therefore even more reason for sending in 
captured neutral vessels for adjud cation than captured enemy vessels.

89. Attention is directed to articles 16 and 17 of the 
Articles for the Government of the Navy (sec. 1624, Rev. 
Stat.), which read: 

Art. 16. No person in the Navy shall take out of a prize or vessel 
seized as a prize any money, plate, goods, or any part of the equip- 
ment, unless it be for the better preservation thereof, or unless such 
articles are absolutely needed for the use of any of the vessels or armed 
forces of the United States, before the same are adjudged lawful prize 
by a competent court; but the whole, without fraud, concealment, or 
embezzlement, shall be brought in, in order that judgment may be 
passed thereon, and every person who offends against this article shall 
be punished as a court-martial may direct. 

Art. 17. If any person in the Navy strips off the clothes of or pillages, 
or in any manner maltreats any person taken on board a prize, he shall 
suffer such punishment as a court-martial may adjudge. (Sec. 1624, 
Rev. Stat., 1878, July 17, 1862.) 

CONVERSION TO PUBLIC USE.

the protection of the rights of the claimants and captors. In all cases

110. By the fact of capture a public vessel in the miU- 
iary service of the enemy passes into the possession of 
the captor's Government, in which title immediately 
vests.

112. "The bombardment by naval forces of undefended 
ports, towns, v^lages, dwellings, or buildings is forbidden.

See table of 
ratifications.)

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BOMBARDMENT FOR REQUISITIONS. 

117. ''After explicit notice has been given, the bom- 
bardment of undefended ports, towns, villages, dwellings, 
or buildings may be proceeded with, if the local authori- 
ties, after a formal summons has been made to them, 
decline to comply with requisitions for provisions or sup- 
plies necessary for the immediate needs of the naval 
force before the place in question." 

118. ''These requisitions shall be in proportion to the 
resources of the place. They shall only be demanded in 
the name of the commander of the said naval force, and 
they shall, as far as possible, be paid for in cash; if not, 
they shall be acknowledged by receipts." (IX Hague, 
1907, art. 3.) 

NO BOMBARDMENT FOR RANSOM. 

119. "The bombardment of undefended towns, vil- 
lages, dwellings, or buildings on account of the non- 
payment of money contributions is forbidden." (IX 
Hague, 1907, art. 4.) 

PRELIMINARY MEASURES. 

120. "In bombardments by naval forces all necessary 
measures must be taken by the commander to spare as 
far as possible, buildings devoted to religion, to the arts 
and sciences, .or to charitable purposes, historic monu- 
ments, hospitals, and places where the sick or wounded 
are collected, on condition that they are not used at the 
same time for military purposes." 

121. "It is the duty of the inhabitants to indicate such 
monuments, edifices, or places by visible signs, which 
shall consist of large stiff rectangular panels divided 
diagonally into two coloured triangular portions, the 
upper portion black, the lower portion white." (IX 
Hague, 1907, art. 5.) 

MILCTARY EXIGENCY. 

122. "Unless the military exigencies will not permit 
the commander of the attacking naval force, before com- 
mencing the bombardment, must do his utmost to warn 
the authorities."

123. "It is forbidden to give over to pillage a town or 
place, even when taken by assault."

GENERAL PBOIIIBITIONS AS TO USE W MINES. 

124. ''It is forbidden: 

"[a] To lay unanchored automatic contact mines, ex- 
cept when they are so constructed as to become harmless 
one hour at most after those who laid them hare lost 
control of them. 

"[6] To lay anchored automatic contact mines which 
do not become harmless as soon as they have broken 
loose from their moorings.

127. ''The belligerents undertake to provide as far as 
possible that these mines shall become harmless should 
they cease to be under surveillance, to notify the danger 
zones as soon as military exigencies permit, by a notice 
addressed to mariners, which must also be communicated 
to the governments through the diplomatic channel."

HOSPITAL SHIPS. 

EXEMPTION OF HOSPITAL SHIPS. 

129. Officers will be governed by the provisions of 
Convention III, Hague, 1899, and Convention X, Hague, 
1907, for the adaptation to maritime warfare of the 
principles of the Geneva convention.^ 

•, 1 Convention III of 1899 was ratified by 27 signatory powers (Sweden and Norway being now separate

I This article, however, was subsequently excluded through an understanding reached by the Govern- 
ment of the Netherlands with the signatory powers. Convention III of 1899, therefore, excluding article 
) international law binding upon all nations as far as international law can be made by convention. 
Convention X of 1907 was a revision of Convention ni of 1899. It was ratified by only 26 signatory 
V ^l^ofs, 17 signatory powers not having yet ratified, and has been adhered to by only 1 power. Reserva- 
^s N^ . tions were made by China of article 21 and by Great Britain of articles 6 and 21, with a declaration as 
'. 'y to article 12, and by Persia and Turkey with a right to use a different emblem from the red cross. 
r. J' 'i It is seen, therefore, that, although the United States is a party to Convention X of 1907, that conven- 
'^'^ : tion does not represent imiversally accepted rules and does not have the standing of Convention III of 
i 1899, which may be regarded as universally accepted international law. The convention of 1907 is, how- 
' ever, binding upon the United States as between it and the other powers which have ratified or adhered 
I to this convention.

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OBSEBVATION OF THE LAWS AND CUSTOMS OF 
WAB ON LAND. 

130. Officers of the Navy shall be guided by the follow- 
ing, taken from the fourth voeHj contained in the final act 
of The Hague conference of 1907: 

The conference expresses the opinion * * * that in any case 
the powers may apply, as far as possible, to war by sea the principles 
of the convention relative to the laws and customs of war on land.* 

Note. — ^Attention is directed to the following provi- 
sions of the laws of the United States : 

The word ''vessel" includes every description of water craft or other 
artificial contrivance used, or capable. of feeing usad^,,|»-ii means of 
transportation on water. (Sec. 3, RJIaS5\IUJ(|^. ^^Jll/JA / 

Vessels registered pursuant to law, and no others, except such as 
shall be duly qualified, according to law, for carrying on the coasting 
trade and fisheries, or one of them, shall be deemed vessels of the 
United States, and entitled to the benefits and privileges appertaining 
to such vessels; but they shall not enjoy the same longer than they 
shall continue to be wholly owned by citizens and to be commanded 
by a citizen of the United States. And officers of vessels of the United 
States shall in all 'cases be citizens of the United States. (Sec. 4131, 
R. S.) 

The words "vessel of the United States," wherever they occur in 
this chapter, shall be construed to mean a vessel belonging in whole or 
in part to the United States, or any citizen thereof, or any corporation 
created by or under the laws of the United States, or of any State, Ter- 
ritory, or District thereof. (Sec. 310, Chap. XII, Piracy and Other 
Offenses upon the Seas, Penal Code, Mar. 4, 1909.)

Notice ifl hereby given that section 4519 of the U. S. Revised Statutes makes it 
obligatory on the part of the master of a merchant vessel of the United States, at the 
commencement of every voyage or engagement, to cause a legible copy of the agree- 
ment (omitting signatures) to be placed or posted up in such part of the vessel as to be 
accessible to the crew, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars.

ADVANCE WAGES AND ALLOTMENTS. 

Sec. 10. (a) That it shall be, and is hereby, made unlawful in any case to pay any 
seaman wages in advance of the time when he has actually earned the same, or to pay 
such advance wages, or to make any order, or note, or other evidence of indebtedness 
therefor to any other person, or to pay any person, for the shipment of seamen when 
payment is deducted or to be deducted from a seaman's wages. Any person violating 
any of the foregoing provisions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of not less than $25 nor more than $100, 
and may also be imprisoned for a period of not exceeding six moaths, at the discretion 
of the court. The payment of such advance wages or allotment shall in no case except 
as herein provided absolve the vessel or the master or the owner thereof from the full 
payment of wages after the same shall have been actually earned, and shall be no 
defense to a libel suit or action for the recovery of such wages. If any person shall 
demand or receive, either directly or indirectly, from any seaman or other person seek- 
ing employment, as seaman, or from any person on his behalf, any remuneration what- 
ever for providing him with employment, he shall for every such offense be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be imprisoned not more than six months or fined 
not more than $500. 

(b) That it shall be lawful for any seaman to stipulate in his shipping agreement 
for an allotment of any portion of the wages he may earn to his grandparents, parents, 
wife, sister, or children. 

(c) That no allotment shall be valid unless in writing and signed by and approved 
by the shipping commissioner. It shall be the duty of the said commissioner to 
examine such allotments and the parties to them and enforce compliance with the 
law. All stipulations for the allotment of any part of the wages of a seaman during his 
absence which are made at the commencement of the voyage shall be inserted in the 
agreement and shall state the amounts and times of the payments to be made and the 
persons to whom the payments are to be made. 

(d) That no allotment except as provided for in this section shall be lawful. Any 
person who shall falsely claim to be such relation, as above described, of a seaman 
under this section shall for every such offense be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$600 or imprisonment not exceeding six months, at the discretion of the court. 

(e) That this section shall apply aa well to foreign vessels while in waters of the 
United States as to vessels of the United States, and any master, owner, consignee, 
or agent of any foreign vessel who has violated its provisions shall be liable to the

same penalty that the master, owner, or agent of a vessel of the United States would 
be for similar violation. 

The master, owner, consignee, or agent of any vessel of the United States, or of any 
foreign vessel seeking clearance from a port of the United States, shall present his 
shipping articles at the office of clearance, and no clearance shall be granted any such 
vessel unless the provisions of this section have been complied with. (Act of June 26, 
1884, as amended by the acts of June 19, 1886; Dec. 21, 1898; Apr. 26, 1904; June 28, 
1906, sec. 4; and Mar. 4, 1915.) 

VESSELS OP UNITED STATES MUST HAVE SLOP CHESTS, ETC. 

Sec. 11. That every vessel mentioned in section forty-five hundred and sixty-nine 
of the Revised Statutes shall also be provided with a slop chest, which shall contain a 
complement of clothing for the intended voyage for each seaman employed, including 
boots or shoes, hats or caps, imder clothing and outer clothing, oiled clothing, and 
everything necessary for the wear of a seaman; also a full supply of tobacco and 
blankets. Any of the contents of the slop chest shall be sold, from time to time, to 
any or every seaman applying therefor, for his own use, at a profit not exceeding ten 
per centum of the reasonable wholesale value of the same at the port at which the 
voyage commenced. And if any such vessel is not provided, before sailing, as herein 
required, the owner shall be liable to a penalty of not more than five hundred dollars. 
The provisions of this section shall not apply to vessels plying between the United 
States and the Dominion of Canada, Newfoundland, the Bermuda Islands, the Bahama 
Islands, the West Indies, Mexico, and Central America. (Act June 26, 1884.) 

Every vessel bound on any foreign voyage exceeding in length fourteen days shall 
also be provided with at least one suit of woolen clothing for each seaman, and every 
vessel in the foreign or domestic trade shall provide a safe and warm room for the use 
of seamen in cold weather. Failure to make such provision shall subject the owner 
or master to a penalty of not less than one himdred dollars. (Sec. 4572, R. S., as 
amended by the act of Dec. 21, 1898.) 

Vessels engaged in the whaling or fishing business are not covered by the above 
provisions of law or by the regulations below regarding scale of provisions. 

CORPORAL PUNISHMENT PROHIBITED. 

Flogging and all other forms of corporal punishment are hereby prohibited on board 
of any vessel, and no form of corporal punishment on board of any vessel shall be 
deemed jutifiable, and any master or other officer thereof who shall violate the afore- 
said provisions of this section, or either thereof, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, punishable by imprisonment for not less than three months nor more than 
two years. Whenever any officer other than the master of such vessel shall violate any 
provision of this section, it shall be the duty of such master to surrender such officer to 
the proper authorities as soon as practicable, provided he has actual knowledge of the 
misdemeanor, or complaint thereof is made within three days after reaching port. 
Any failure on the part of such master to us^ due diligence to comply herewith, which 
failure shall result in the escape of such officer, shall render the master or vessel or the 
owner of the vessel liable in damages for such flogging or corporal punishment to the 
person illegally punished by such officer.

SUBSTITUTES. 

One pound of flour daily may be substituted for the daily ration of biscuit or fresh bread; two ounces of 
desiccated vegetables for one pound of potatoes or yams; six ounces of hominy, oatmeal, or cracked wheat, 
or two ounces of tapioca, for six ounces of rice; six ounces of canned vegetables for one-half pound of canned 
tomatoes; one-eighth of an ounce of tea for three-fourths of an ounce of coffee: three-fourths of an ounce of 
coffee for one-eighth of an ounce of tea; six oimces of canned fruit for three ounces of dried fruit; one-half 
ounce of lime juice for the daily ration of vinegar; four ounces of oatmeal or cracked wheat for one-half pint 
of com meal; two ounces of pickled onions for four ounces of fresh onions. 

When the vessel is in port and it is possible to obtain the same, one-and-one-half pounds of fresh meat 
shall be substituted for the daily rations of salt and canned meat; one-half pound of green cabbage for one 
ration of canned tomatoes; one-half pound of fresh fruit for one ration of dried fruit. Fresh fruit and vege- 
tables sliall be served while in port if obtainable. The seamen shall have the option of accepting the fare 
the master may provide, but the right at any time to demand the foregoing scale of provisions. 

The foregoing scale of provisions shall be inserted in every article of agreement, and ahall not be reduced 
by any contract, except as above, and a copy of the sdme shall be posted in a conspicuous place in the galley 
mid in the forecastle of each vessel. 

And the said crew agree to conduct themselves in an orderly, feiithful, honest, and sober manner, and to 
be at all times diligent in their respective duties, and to be obedient to the lawful commands of the said 
master, or of any person who shall lawfully succeed him, and of their superior officers, in everything relating 
to the vessel, and the stores and cargo thereof, whether on board, in boats, or on shore: and in consideration 
of which service to b3 duly performed the said master hereby agrees to pay to the said crew, as wages, the 
sums against their names respectively expressed, and to supply them with provisions according to the 
foregoing scale.

ABOLmON OP CONSULAR PEES POR SERVICES TO VESSELS AND SEAMEN — COMPENSA- 
TION OP CONSULAR 0PPICER8. 

Sec. 12. That on and after July first, eighteen hundred and eighty-four, no fees 
named in the tariff of consular fees prescribed by order of the President shall be 
charged or collected by consular officers for the official services to American vessels 
and seamen. Consular officers shall furnish the master of every such vessel with an 
itemized statement of such services performed on account of said vessel, with the fee 
80. prescribed for each service, and make a detailed report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury of such services and fees, under such regulations as the Secretary of State 
may prescribe; and the Secretary of the Treasury shall allow consular officers who 
are paid in whole or in part by fees such compensation for said services as they would 
have received prior to the passage of this act: Provided, That such services, in the 
opinion ojf the Secretary of the Treasury, have been necessarily rendered; and a sum 
sufficient for the payment of such compensation, when thus adjusted by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, is hereby appropriated out of any money in the Treasury not other- 
wise appropriated. 

CBRTIPICATE OP SERVICES BY CONSULAR OPPICERS. 

Sec. 13. That sections forty-two hundred and thirteen of the Revised Statutes be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

" Sbo. 4213. It shall be the duty of all masters of vessels for whom any official 

services shall be performed by any consular officer, without the payment of a fee, to 

require a written statement of such services from such consular officer, and, after 

certifying as to whether such statement is correct, to furnish it to the collector of the 
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district in which such vessels shall first arrive on their return to the United States; 
and if any such master of a vessel shall fail to furbish such statement, he shall be 
liable to a fine of not exceeding fifty dollars, unless such master shall state under 
oath that no such statement was furnished him by said consular officer. And it shall 
be the duty of every collector to forward to the Secretary of the Treasury all such 
statements as shall have been furnished to him, and also a statement of all certified 
invoices which shall have come to his office, giving the dates of the certificates, and 
the names of the persons for whom and of the consular office by whom the same were 
certified."
